REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
subject matter in claims 1 ,5-10,12 and 16-20 is allowable because the prior arts of 
record fail to teach or fairly suggest the claimed "a method of processing spread 
spectrum wave forms transmitted by a plurality of users of spread spectrum comprising: 
distributing among a plurality of logic units a parallel tasks each for computing a portion 
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of a matrix indicative of cross correlations among the waveforms transmitted by the 
users; 

partitioning computation of the cross-correlation matrix such that a 
computational load associated with a tesfc distributed to one of said logic units is 
substantially eoual to computational load associated with another task 
distributed to another logic unit and in combination with the claimed steps for 
executing, generating statistics and generating estimate of the symbols in claims 1,10 
and 16." 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The prior arts DE 198 41 578 A1 and EP- 0 982875 A2 cited on the Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) received on January 17, 2006 were not signed by the 
Examiner handling the case, now have been considered and the initialed copy of the 
IDS is attached with this correspondence. 

5. The Information Disclosure Statement received on September 26, 2002 has been 
considered by the Examiner, attached is the initialed copy of the IDS. 

6. The Information Disclosure received on June 13, 2002 has been considered in 
part.
